TO SMELT ALASKA TIN.

p Mining Man From the North Makes

Suggestion to Seattle People,
Seattle, Nov. 9. An effort is being

made by owners of Alaskan tin mines
to have Seattle capitalists take some

'. step towards putting In smelters In

, this city to handle the tin that comes

down from the north. During the
coming year there will be a large

quantity of the metal shipped from

Alaska, and unless smelters are put
In here to handle the product, the tin

Twill have to be shipped elsewhere, pre-

sumably to San Francisco.
John E. Burton, who with Henry J.

Dieter, an eastern man, has just re-

turned from the north, where they own

and are about to open twenty claims

said to be rich In tin, is now at the
Hotel Cecil, and when seen there yes-

terday said:
"From our claims alone during the

coming season we expect to be able
to ship from S00 to 1,000 tons of con-

centrated tin ore from our claims on

Cape Prince of Wales mountain and
the other tin men in the north will
send down varying amounts. It does
not pay to try to smelt the tin in the
north, any more than It does iron. To
smelt one ton of Iron requires three
tons of coal, and to send the coal north
would scarcely be a paying proposition.
It is the same with tin. To handle
this tin ore Seattle people must get to-

gether and erect proper smelters, or
else the ore will either go to San Fran-

cisco or the east This is the logical
place In which smelters should be

erected, and I "believe that when the
people here come to a realization of

what a profitable enterprise It would

be, the work will come.
"It must be remembered that the

Pacific coast is an enormous consumer
of tin, owing to the cannery industry.
It is therefore simply a business

proposition that the ore be placed In

smelters here Instead of being shipped,
say, to Pennsylvania, and then sent
back In the refined form."

Mr. Burton asserts that last year
the United States did not produce a

Ingle ton of tin, except the small

sample lots that were sent down from
Alaska. He says the world produced
90,000 tons of tin last year. Of this
40,000 tons came from the Straits
Settlement, or what Is known as the
Singapore district; 10,000 tons from

England, Wales and Australia, while

the rest of the world produced the re-

maining 16,000 tons.
